These  are  some  recent  comments  by  Manager  Alfred  Partridge  on  KPFA's  program 
policies  and  methods  of  presentation: 

"We  emphasize  and  program  for  selective,  attentive  listening.  Neither  our 
music  nor  any  other  of  our  programs  are  dsigned  for  casual  or  background  radio. 
We  encourage  our  audience  to  listen  or  turn  us  off.  We  provide  subscribers  with 
a  complete  Folio,  listing  programs  to  help  them  make  an  intelligent  selection  of 
those  programs  they  want  to  hear.  Thus  we  hope  that  the  radio  will  become  an 
intensely  interesting  and  exciting  part  of  the  listeners'  cultural  and  intellectual 
lifer 


"Since  we  are  programming  for  intense  listening  and  know  that  people's 
interests  and  needs  differ,  we  never  think  of  our  radio  as  broadcasting  to  a  mass 
audience.  Rather,  we  broadcast  to  a  multiplicity  of  minority,  high  interest  audi- 
ences. This  approach  means  that  we  never  'water  down  or  'talk  doivn  in  our 
programs.  We  assume  above  average  interest  and  more  than  average  involvement 
by  our  audience  in  any  program  we  broadcast.  High  quality  and  concern  with 
excellence  has  limited  our  potential  audience  to  those  who  value  radio  as  a  mean- 
ingful experience  in  their  lives.  While  this  strains  the  ability  and  energy  of  our 
staff  and  continually  exhausts  our  budget,  we  are  dedicated  to  this  concept  and 
will  not  change  it." 
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"...  Our  policy  has  ahvays  been  not  only  to  provide  a  forum  where  majority 
and  minority  opinions  can  be  freely  expressed,  but  to  diligently  seek  as  wide  as 
possible  a  spectrum  of  opinion  on  all  subjects,  social,  economic  and  political.  This 
has  not  been  easy  for  various  reasons.  Frequently,  minority  spokesmen  are  eager 
to  go  on  the  air,  while  the  established  group  is  reluctant.  In  this  case  we  have 
frequently  been  turned  down  by  conservative  speakers  just  because  we  have  al- 
lowed radical  speakers  to  broadcast.  In  general,  we  have  followed  the*  policy  of 
getting  the  most  articulate  people  possible  to  discuss  the  most  interesting  or  im- 
portant issues."
